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DEMO KEYNOTER HAS BIG PROBLEM 
Senator Alben W. Bark ley of Kentuck y, who 
was k eynote speak er at the 1932 Democratic Con­ 
vention, must “eat crow’' when he delivers the 
k eynote speech this year at Philadelphia. The 
highlights of his 
*22 address cannot be used again. 
Four years ago Senator Barley spok e as a Jeffer­ 
sonian Democrat; this year he m ust speak as a 
New Dealer. 
Senator Bark ley’s k eynote speech in 1932 was 
wholly in accord with the party platform of that 
year and synchronized with the campaign pledges 
of candidate Roosevelt. All that has been repu­ 
diated. For instance, in his first k eynote speech 
Senator Bark ley said: 
“W hat shall the Democratic party do when it 
comes into power. . . . Shall we pay lip service to 
economy, or shall we abolish every unnecessary 
office, every useless commission, every redundant 
bureau that has been established under the ex ­ 
pensive regime of Harding, and Coolidge, and 
Hoover, and left upon the back s of the American 
people, that intolerable load which weighs them 
down today until they can scarcely look the sun 
in the face. We shall reduce the constantly in­ 
creasing burdens of ex travagance in government 
by the elimination of all unnecessary and unpro­ 
ductive activities which have grown up without 
precedent in the history of the world.” 
In that same speech the k eynote Senator gave 
utterance to many gems that brought cheers 
from the assembled delegates but which are not 
available for use in his k eynote speech of 1936. 
For instance he said: 
“The cost of government in the United States 
has increased out of all proportion to the needs 
of the people or to the benefits received by them .” 
The rising cost of government under the New 
Deal will not permit Bark ley now to refer to so- 
called Republican ex travagance. 
Bark ley sneeringly remark ed, to Democratic 
cheers, that “while mak ing pious and virtuous 
overtures to economy Mr. Coolidge allowed in­ 
creases in the ex penses of the Federal Govern­ 
ment of more than $650,000,000.” 
President 


Roosevelt is piling up a deficit of $3,000,000,000 
each year. 
Democratic failure to repeal the last Republi­ 
can tariff act will preclude Senator Bark ley from 
again saying, as he said in 1932: 
“We propose to reduce the ex orbitant and in­ 
defensible rates of the Smoot-Hawley-Hoover- 
Grundy Tariff Act. . . . We propose again to start 
the wheels of industry and afford an outlet for 
the energies and ambitious of industrious men 
and women. . .." 
Even funnier, in the light of w hat the country 
has come to learn of Henry A. Wallace, is this 
paragraph lifted from the 1932 k eynote speech: 
“. . . We shall tak e the Government . . . out of 
the dubious adventure of speculation in the 
products of the farm. We will install at the head 
of the pepartm ent of Agriculture a Secretary who 
has some k nowledge of the subject and some 
sympathy for those who struggle with it. . . .” 
Senator Bark ley, it may be recalled, for the 
record discloses, in referring to the then Repub­ 
lican Administration, charged: 
“Instead of recognizing and revealing the tru th 
about unemployment, every agency of conceal­ 
m ent and denial . . . has been employed to hide 
the tru th and prevent the promotion of suitable 
relief. . . .” 
For two years labor and industry have been 
urging the Government to tak e an unemployment 
census. No one yet k nows the number of un­ 
employed. 
Suffice it to recall one other quotation from 
the k eynote speech of 1932. If Senator Bark ley 
is precluded from again using the sentim ents 
above quoted, this last citation from his Chicago 
convention oration will certainly not find a place 
in his appeal at Philadelphia. In 1932 he said: 
“This Government is the People’s government. 
The Constitution is their Constitution. . . . But 
it cannot be the supreme law of the land if it 
can be abrogated by the people of a part of the 
land while remaining in force over the rest of 
them. . .”
